REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


It is the sad duty of your Committee to chronicle the sudden death 
while on a visit to McKeesport, Pa., of one of its members during 
the past year, the Rev. Silenus H. Fellows, who had long and faith- 


fully served this town in educational matters. 


Mr. Fellows was Secretary of the Board of Education continuously 
from 1877 to 1898 and Secretary of the Town School Committee from 
1898 until the time of his death and had acted in the capacity of Act- 
ing School Visitor and a member of the Board of Education for more 
than forty years. His loss will long be felt. 


Ata meeting of your Committee held on the 29th day of April, 1905, 
Frederick H. Topliff was elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Mr. Fellows, and John E. Prior was elected Secretary. 

At the same meeting it was voted to establish a school of higher 
grade in town and to engage a Principal therefor, who shall also act 
as Superintendent of Schools in town. 

At subsequent meetings it was voted that two grades be added to 
the course of study of the schools of the Town of Plainfield and that 
the School Committee prescribe the following subjects to be taught 
in said additional grades :—

- The continued growth of the town is indicated by the fact that 
there were forty-five more children enumerated than in the previous 
year and the number of scholars registered in school was increased 
fifty-three. The average attendance was increased thirty. This 
growth was almost entirely in Moosup and the coming year it will 
become a problem to know how to accommodate the pupils in this 


village with the means now at hand. 


At a meeting of the School Committee held on the 19th day of 
August, 1905, it was voted that the Town be asked to appropriate the 
sum of $14,000.00 for the maintenance of schools for the year com- 
mencing July 14, 1905; $300.00 to seat and equip Room 4 in Central 
school and $1,400.60 for tuition and transportation of pupils to Nor- 
wich Free Academy and Killingly High School, for third and fourth

The undersigned respectfully submits the following report regard- 
ing the schools in town :— 


~ On account of impaired health, in the summer of 1904, Rev. Sile- 
nus H, Fellows, then Acting School Visitor, requested the writer to 
aid him by visiting the schools at Plainfield, Stone Hill, Black Hill 
and Flat Rock. 

These schools were visited six times during the year and in all of 
them excellent work was done and good progress was made by most 
of the scholars. . 

In some of these schools special emphasis has been placed upon 
the correct pronunciation of words. 

The change to Nichols’ Arithmetic has proven beneficial, but the 
use of Maxfield’s English Language Lessons has been a serious hin- 
drance, nearly every teacher disliking it and several feeling that 
they could not use it at ali. 

A great deal of practical work has been done in these five schools 
and perhaps reference should be made to the excellent beginning 
made on the part of a few scholars in two of these schools in the 
_, Study of shorthand. Good foundations were laid. 

Mr. Fellows was able to visit the other schools during the Fall 
term and some of the schools during the Winter term, but two of 
them were not visited from December 5th until the close of the 
Spring term. 

April 29th your Committee appointed the writer Acting School Vis- 
i(or for the unexpired term of, and to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of the former School Visitor, the late Rey. Silenus H. Fellows. 

The writer visited all of the schools at the close of the Spring term 
but as he had never visited nineteen of the rooms before, and no 
record of their condition at the commencement of the year could be 
found, it is impossible to give a definite idea of the progress made 
during the year. 

In most of the schools it was evident that good work was being 
done, but the overcrowded condition of the rooms at Moosup make 
it impossible to secure the best results. 

Excellent class work was done but there was neither time nor op- 
portunity for individual work.
